Soiuolhingl saw exhibited iu tho window 


attnictcd sy atteution, nnd induced me to 
enter the shop of Messrs, rieklani Brothers, 
It was certainly not the ticket inscribed 
"First floor to let unfurnished;" it was 
rather, if I remember rightly,u delicate little 
tazza of genuine Venetian glass, curiously 
designed, and ricli in dainty opaline tints 
aud reflections. 
I was in a humble 
way, 


and for my own gratification simply, a col- 
lector of trifles of that kind. 
The Messrs. 


Ileklam were German Jews—or Polish, I'm 
not sure which—dealing in old pictures, 
curiosities, articles of virtu, aud antiquities. 
Theirjiouso was situated iu a dull street in 
tho Soho district. 
Fashion and gentility 


had, no doubt, in times past made their 
homes there; they had long since vauiMliecl, 
however, leaving in their stead a sort of 
dingy respectability, nnd an air of trade of 
rather a torpid character. 
Shops and 
pri- 


vate houses were much intermingled, but 
there were few evidences of business being 
very actively carried on. 
Tho street could 


not boast much traffic, for although a 
thoroughfare, it led to nowhere in particu- 
lar, and offered small advantages as a short- 
cut. It was bounded on tho north by Oxford 
street, and ou the south by an intricate 
tangle of courts and alleys. Tho house was 
of a substantial, spacious, old fashioned 
class, with rather dimly lit rooms. 


The contents of th5 shop almost defy 


enumeration. They were such, however, as 
are usually to bo found in the possession of 
traders in curiosities, had been collected 
from all parts of tbe globe, and pertained to 
every period, with the exception, perhaps, 
of the present. There were weapons and 
armor, of course, in gront abundance, with 
:arviugs iu wood and ivory, paintings and 
mamels, china and glass, gems, coins, em- 
broideries, lace, antique furniture, feathers, 
idols, stuffed animals, skins, monstrosities 
of (ill kinds, and other multitudinous ob- 
jects. I was impressed by the extent aud 
value of the collection. It 
filled the - shop 


quite to its remote corners, leaving only a 
little patch of vacancy in the centre of tha 
floor. Even the ceiling was crowded and 
umbrageous with precious things—among 
them, poailaut lamps of every device, and 
chandeliers that were perfect thickets of 
crystal. 


Sir. Am oil Keklarn, with whom I first 


became acquainted was by no means the 
pictures-'que Jew of fiction. 
He was not 


bent with/age; ho wore no flowing beard or 
long draperies; no velvet skull-cap crowned 
him: his skin was not- of parchment, nor 
was his face hollowed and dinted by tha 
hand of time. He was simply dressed, and 
haJ the air cf f. London tradesman of reputa- 
ble position. 
In answer to my inquiries, I 


was H\is.fL-d by him to the upper floors of the 
house. 
'Iho two dniwing-rooiDs were alto- 


gether empty; lofty, \vnmecoted chambers, 
with heavy t'uvuicea and richly moulded 
ceilings. 
They loil tu a third room, long 


and uairow. looking on to the leads and 
skylight t f the back shop below, and boast- 
iug a"side view of a smttll garden beyond, 
in which languished a plane-tree and somo 
lilac busies of rather wan and sickly ap- 
pearance. 
In the rooms above. I was given 


to imdertitimci. the Brothers Reklani re- 
sided, still among stores of treasures similar 
to those crowding the shop below. 


Aaron Jlekliim did not quit mo until I had 


pledged myself to become the tenant of the 
vac-tint iirrit-floor. 
"What moved me to this 


step I do not even now eler.rly understand. 
It was true that 1 was at the time- under 
notice to ipiil the lodgings I bad occupied 
during some yearn. Tho house was to ba 
pulled down. HO that (.new street might be 
constructed, or .some other metropolitan irn- 
provismiMit of that nature carried into effect. 
For this purpuse an act of parliament had 
been o'tlaiued, and .ill duo forms observed. 
And I WHS in a sluggish sort of way—for 
there was no special need for habte; I had 
still somo weeks before me—looking out 
for lodgings. 
Still, as I have said, I en- 


gaged to be ilia uivnpanl of the apart- 
meutp. 


Next day, 
ivpontiu:; of the bargnin, I 


entered tho .shop again, re-solved to escuso 
myself, and no-.v. for the firat time, saw 
Nathan, tho elder brother, who received m* 
with all politeness. 
To get off WAS impossi-' % 


ble: besides, 1 saw th.it tho rooms had their 
advantages. 
In .short I took possession of 


them, trusting to havo .somo degree of com- 
IUIL. 
After a day or two's experience, I had 


nothing to romp.am of but a certain degree 
of 
mystorioiisuess 
which 
pervaded 
the 


dwelling. 
Quo or other of tbe brothers was 


often 
hanging about, as if listening or 


making observations: and occasionally there 
were loud aud unpleasant quarrels in an un- 
known tongue, which, for anything I know, 
might be Hebrew or Polish. 


They were certainly n strange people I 


had got amount. 
At times I meditated 


running away: but .suc-li a step would have 
involved forfeiture of all my ^oods. I there- 
fore hold ou. 
Somo mor.iLs hnd passed in 


this fashion; there had lit en no change in 
tho situation of nlTnirH.and I had added little 
to my stock of observations concerning tho 
Brothers Keklnui. their proceedings, and 
ways of life, except in this respect; 'I had 
had not failed to note tlmt all their collec- 
tion of 
treasures, notwithstanding their 


business, was almost, altogether at a stand- 
still. They 
wore tradesmen 
apparently 


possassod of an abundance of wares, but 
they really traded in nothing. No customers 
over enteicfl the shop: or if they did, itwas 
only to quit it again rapidly, without any 
sale or purchase having been 
effected. 


Sometimes, indeed, tho shutters remained 
closed for days together. 


Another thiug I romarked, too, was the 


late hours they kept. They were seldom 
absent from the house, and they never, BO 
far P.R I could ascertain, received any visi- 
tors. 
Yet they seemed to bo moved by an 


extreme- repugnance to retire to rest. 
At 


nil times of tiio night, I could hoar thorn 
stirring iu tho house, restless in tho shop, 
or passing up and down tho staircase, or 
pacing to nud fro 
the floors nbovo mo. 


Their inoveiiionts 
were generally of ft 


atoallhy kind, as though they were seeking 
to mnko as little noiso as possible; it might 
bo out of consideration for my comfort. 
But now aud then, their disposition to 
quarrel asserted itself. 


Tho domestic arrangements were by no 


incmw effective, but they answered my mod- 
erate wants. There was no regular female 
Borvaiit—only a sort of charwoman, who 
cnmo in tho jioruing to prepare breakfast, 
find again appeared for a short time at 
night. This suited tolerably well, for I did 
not (lino iu the house. 
Odd jobs and er- 


rands wore executed by n nnmll Jewish 
boy. 


Tho disappearance of thin little fellow waa 
the first thing tlmt struck mo with mirprise.

thoir observations peculiarly 
successful. 


Daring tho progress of tho planet across the 
sun several images wero obtained. Tho ap- 
parent track of the planet as seen from this 
place is therefore beyond tho hazard of mis- 
take. When Venus crossed tlio •western por- 
tion of the sun's limb her contact with it 
was observed under highly favorable circum- 
stances. Tho micrometric measurements of 
the cusps lino wore obtained similarly to 
those made during tho stago between the 
first and second 
contacts.

planet's egress from tho luuiuary was ob- 
served, and tho eventful moment of the 
closing stage recorded by the chronograph.
